1889,  the  City  of  Hamilton   devoted  .1  week   to  hoUHn;^- 
a  ( ■niiid  Carnixal. 

I'.y  an  accidental  inissin-  of  a  train  at  Nia-ara  I'alU  for  New  Wn-k,  a  party 
oi  I'Ji-lish  -entUnien,  who  had  heen  on  a  tour  throu-li  Canada  and  the  I  niteti 
States,  Wire-  induced  to  take  the  run  of  fort\  miles  from  Niai^ara  to  Ilanulton,  to 
kill  the  time  while  awaitin-  the  departure-  of  the  next  train  -oin-  I'ast.  So  much 
struck  were  tiie\  with  the  city,  its  position,  its  beaut)-  and  resources,  that  what 
was  mtended  lo  \>c  a  \isit  of  a  few  hours  hecanie  se\eral  weeks,  and,  on  their 
arrival  hack  in  lin-kunl.  thc\-  wrote  to  the  Se-cretar\  of  the  Hamilton  jJoard  of 
Traelc,  informing-  him  ot  the  circumstances  al)o\  e  recordeil,  and  added:  "Of  all 
the  places  we  had  \isitcd  durini^-  our  triji  on  the  American  Coniinent,  the  prettiest, 
cleanest,  healthiest,  and  best  conducted  was  the'  Cit\  of  Hamilton,  Can.ida;  and 
from  our  ins|)ecti()n  of  the  \ast  and  \aried  manufacturing  industries,  its  one  hundreel 
and  seveiitN-  fictories.  with  its  14.000  artisans,  the  lari^c  cajjital  inxested,  and  the 
immense  output  annually,  we  cemcludeel  it  was  well  named  the  I'.irmin-ham  of 
Canaela,  and  has  undoubtedly  a  -rcat  and  -lorious  hiture  before  it,"  The  letter 
tinished  with  the  (|uery?  "  If  we  saw  it  by  the  accielental  missing  of  a  tr.un,  why 
not  do  something;-  to  call  the  attention  of  the  outside  we)rlel,  so  that  people  e  an 
i^o  te)  your  t'it\    and  see   for  themsehes   its  acKanta^es  ?" 

That  letter  has  had  much  to  do  with  the  i)ul)lishin!;-  of  this  Souvenir.  'Ihe 
year  1893  will  be  a  memorable  one  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  the  World's  I';iir 
at  Chicago  will  attract  tens  of  thousands  of  lun-opeans:  and,  perhaps,  it  would  be 
safe  to  say  that  nine-tenths  of  the  travel  will  be  \  ia  Nia-ara  balls,  and  ihrou-h 
Canaila,  either  in  ;<oin<;-  to  or  comini,;-  from  Chicaj;o,  anel  \  er\  man\  from  Creat 
Britain.  France  and  Ccrmany,  will  want  to  do  more  than  mereU  pass  thr()ui;h 
this  fair  Province  of  Ontario,  they  will  want  to  see  some:  of  our  pro-ressi\e  cities, 
our    mayniticent    scenery,    our    -^reat    lakes    and    waterwaxs;    anel    no     place     would

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View  on  the  Bay  Front 

HAMI1/I"{)X,  the    second    city  cii    rhe  Province  of  Ontario,  is  situated  on    the 
south  shore  ot"  Hamilton   (tbrnierl\-   F)Urlington)  Hay,  the  western  extremity 
of    Lake    Ontario.     It    hes    just  east  of  the  8oth    degree   of   longitude,  and 
just  north  of   the  43d   parallel  of   latitude. 

Hamilton  occupies  an  alhnial  plain  lying  between  the  bay  and  the  cscar])- 
ment  which  forms  the  outer  lim  of  the  lake  basin.  This  escari)ment — locall\  known 
as  "the  mountain" — i^  the  height  over  which  the  Niagara  plunges  at  the  Falls. 
From  its  summit  a  magnificent  \  iew  ma\'  be  had.  The  cit}'  lies  immediately  below, 
the  scjuares  in  the  centre  as  ilistinct  as  those  of  a  chess  board,  wiiile  in  other  ))arts 
the  lu.xuriant  maples  with  which  tln'  streets  are  lined,  almost  hiile  the  ilwellings 
from  sight.  The  broad  blue  waters  of  Lake  Ontario  stretch  awas'  to  the  eastern 
horizon.  To  the  northward  the  \iew  is  closed  in  b\-  a  continuation  of  the  height 
on  which  the  observer  stands.  The  plain  is  covered  in  all  directions  with  fruitful 
farms  antl  dotted  with  thrix'ing  \illages.  The  spires  of  Toronto  ma)'  be  tlimly 
discerned  on  the  north  side  of  the  lake,  fort\'  miles  awav ;  anil  on  a  clear  day  the 
smoke  of  Niagara,  at  about  the  same  tlistance,  may  sometimes  be  seen. 


Ilaiiiihon  has  a  papulation  of  over  50,000  ami  is  in  direct  railway  com- 
munication with  all  ])aits  ot"  the  i'ro\ince,  while  she  has  1)\  the  great  lakes  and 
river  water  eonnnunieation  iVoni  ('hicai^'o.  Du'uth  and  Sault  St.  Marie  at  the  west 
to    the    Atlantic    seaboard. 

The  area  of  the  city  is  3696  acres.  There  are  ninetv  and  a  (|uarter  miles 
ol  streets,  forty  miles  of  sewers,  ninety  and  three-tenths  miles  of  water  mains, 
;md   thirt\-ti\e   and   a  half  acres   of  public  parks. 

The  city  is  re|)resented  by  two  members  in  the  Dominion  Parliament  and 
by  one  in  the  ()m;.rio  Legislature.  It  has  three  daily  newspapers.  Its  local 
afiairs  are  mana^eil  by  a  city  council  composed  of  a  Mavor  and  twent\-one 
Aldermen.     It    is   amply   sui)i)lied   with    excellent    water    from    Lake    Ontario. 

.\  ])olice  force  of  fifty  men  is  found  am]de  to  preserxe  the  peace,  and  a 
highly  eflicient  fire  department  has  been  able  to  save  the  cit)  from  serious  loss 
ol    hi-e.     The   streets    are    lighted    b\-    electric    lamps. 

Xo  other  Canadian  cit)  has  won  for  itself  the  industrial  celebrity  that 
Hamilton  has  attained.  The  cit\-  is  often  called  the  liirnun-ham  of  Canada,  and 
though  comparison  with  the  world's  great  work-shop  in  the  linglish  midlands  is 
l)resumi.tuous,  it  is  not  altogether  unwarranted.  .\  |)lace,  within  the  memory  of 
living  men  tr.ui-^formed  from  the  wilds  of  a  forest,  can  necessarily  in  but  few 
things  be  ct.mpared  with  P)irmingham.  In  one  point,  however,  such  a  comparison 
may  not  be  unseendy.  IlamiUon  resembles  the  larger  and  oltler  hi\e  of  industry 
in  her  thrift)'  application  of  skill  and  capital  to  widely  diversified  industrial 
oj)erations.  This  has  been  her  distinguishing  characteristic  for  at  least  a  gener.ation. 
Within  that  perioil,  maiuUacturing  establishments  on  a  scale  and  with  e(|uipments 
m  kee])ing  with  the  latest  demamls  for  cheaj)  and  efficient  productions,  have  suc- 
cessixely  sprung  up  widiin  her  limits.  Her  increasing  workshoi)s  have  steadily 
added  to  her  population  and  enhanced  her  wealth.  Scarcely  an  important  br.inch 
ol  industry  is  left  altogether  unrepresented.  A  statement  of  the  industrial  progress 
ot  Il.multon,  shows  that  the  U)tal  capital  invested  in  manufacturing  industries  in 
this  cit),  was  S8, 1 20,000.  The  number  of  employes  14,000,  the  total  amount  of 
wages  paid  last  )ear  was  $3,203,500.  The  total  value  of  the  products  in  the  year 
was  513.980,000.  The  value  of  the  products  per  head  of  population  has  increased 
twent)-five    per    cent,    in    the    ten    )ears.

Ilaniilloii  i>  llu;  Sec  cit\  of  the  Diocese  of  Niagara  (("lunch  of  lin^iamli,  and 
of  the  Diocese  of  llaniiUon  i  Roman  (atholici.  There  are  in  the  cit\  8  Ani^hcan 
churches,  \i/.. :  Christ  ("hurch  Cathech^al,  Church  of  the  AsceUhion,  St.  Thomas'  ("huixh, 
All  Saints',  St.  Mark's,  St.  Luke's,  St.  Matthew's  and  St.  Peter's. 

The  Roman  Catholics  ha\e  4  churches,  St.  Mary's,  which  i-^  the  Cathedral 
Church,  St.  Patrick's,  St.  Lawrence,  and  one  smaller  church  known  as  St.  Joseph's 
Church,  used  chiefly  by  (iermans. 

The  Preslnterians  number  6  chuixhes,  desii^nated  the  Central  Church,  McNab 
Strec:t  Church,  St.  Paul's,  Knox  Church,  St.  |ohn's  and  lu-skine  Chun  h. 
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On  the  Beach. 


The  Methodists  have  9  ehurches,  calleii  the  C'entenarx,  \\'esle\,  l-irst  Metliodist, 
Zion  'ral)ei-nacle,  SiniC(.)e  Street,  ( iore  Street,  l^nierald  Street,  and  the  iXnieriean 
MetliotUst  PLpiscojxd  Churches. 

The  I^)tists  lia\e  one  hiri^e  and  handsome  stone  church  in  the  centre  of  the 
city,  with  a  Mi.ssion  Church  in  a  remote  j)ortion  of  it.  There  is  also  a  IJaptist  church 
lor  coioretl  people. 

Besides  the  above  reli;<ious  bodies  there  is  a  Coni.;Te_uational  Church,  a  Reformed 
lipiscopal,  Brethren  of  the  One  i'aith,  Iklievers,  ILvangeiical  Lutheran,  Ihiitarian. 
Plymouth  Brethren  ami  Salvation  Army. 

There  are  also  in  Hamilton  a  Jewish  Synai,^ooue,  a  branch  o*"  the  British  ami 
Foreij^n  P.il)le  Society,  a  \'oung  Men's  Christian  Association  ami  a  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association.

SCHOOLS  AND  1' DUCATIONAL  INTILRUSTS. 

The  School  system  of  the  City  of  llainilton  comprises  the  I'liblic  schools  and 
the  Collc;>;iate  Institute,  toi;ether  with  a  Model  School  and  a  I'rainm-  (  ollej^e  fcM" 
teachers. 

in  the  I'ublii-  ->ehools  the  course  of  stud\',  heuinnin^  with  the  kinderi^arten,  com- 
prises reading,  writing,  lav^lish  i^rammar,  ct)ni[)osition,  Hns^dish  literature,  history, 
j^eu^rapln  and  arithmetic. 

In  the  Colle;^iate  Institute,  which  pupils  enter  at  the  ai^e  of  about  14  )'ears  after 
haviu!.;'  completetl  the  Public  school  course  of  study,  prepai-alion  ma)-  be  had  for 
entering;  the  I 'ni\ersities,  the  Medical  Schools,  the  Law  Schools,  \-c. 

In  the  public  schools  there  is  an  awnii^c  attendance  ot  7,359  puj)ils  and  more 
than  200  teachers,  and  in  the  C Ollej^iate  Institute  and  Training  College  then'  is  a  \  earl)' 
attendance  of  between  500  antl  600  stutleiits,  presided  o\er  b\  a  staff  of  about  30 
masters  ami  teachers. 

The  schools  are  manasjed  b\'  a  Hoard  of  Lducation  consistinsj'  of  twenty  mem- 
bers,  fourteen  of  whom  are  elected  b)  the  pe()])le  and  six  appointed  b)-  the  iJoard  of 
Aldermen. 

In  the   Public   schools  each   pupil   is   re([uire(l  to  ])a\   from  one  to  two  dollars  a 

year,  in  return  tor  which  the  School  Poard  furnishes  him  with  all  the  books,  stationery, 

etc.,  re([uired  throui^hout  his  course.     Xo  charge  is  made  for  tuition. 

The  teachers  empl(j)ed  in  the  different  charitable  institutions  of  the  cit)'  arc 
appointed  and  j)aid  b)-  the  School  I)oard. 

In  adelition  to  the  abo\  e  Public  schools,  there  are  also  five  separate  Roman 
Catholic  Schools  in  Hamilton.  The  averai^e  number  of  pupils  attending-  these  schools 
is  1,890.  A  Laelies'  School  of  high  grade  is  also  conducted  by  that  denomination,  and 
is  held  in  hi<'h  esteem. 
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rile  \\\sK\,m  Mrtliodists  also  coiUiol  .1  Latlii's' Collcj^i' in  1  lamilton,  <li  \i)lr(l 
to  the  liii^lu  r  hiaiulus  of  ((Uuation  for  xoimi^  women.  It  lias  bieii  in  existence  several 
years  ami  attracts  pupils  from  \arioiis  |)arts  of  (  anada. 

HcNiiKs  till'  I'lihlic  schools  of  the  city,  there  are  private  institutions  for  commer- 
cial and  business  traininj;,  and  for  art  tuition  a  Public  Art  School  was  founded  in  1885, 
and  to-day  occupies  premises  whit  h  for  their  e(|uipnunt  are  scarcely  surpassed  by  any 
art  school  on  the  American  Continent.  It  is  j^oxerned  b\'  a  Roard  of  l)iiectors  who 
are  elected  annuall)  in  Se|)tember.  I'or  the  years  1891-1892  the  number  of  males 
attendin*^  the  School  was  100  and  females  90  or  a  total  of   190  students  in  all. 

TpiI'  Mam  I  lion  Association  is  an  incori)orateil  Society,  organized  in  1857,  for 
the  culti\alion  of  Science,  Literature  and  Art,  the  formation  of  a  Museum,  Librar)' and 
Art  Gallery,  and  the  illustration  of  the  Physical  Characteristics,  Natural  IIistor\  and 
Anti(|uities  of  the  Countr\.  'Ihere  are  about  200  members,  who  hold  meetings  ever)' 
month  from  Noxember  to  .Ma)'  inclusixe.  Special  meetings  ma)'  be  called  at  an\  time 
b)'  the  President  or  on  the  re(|uisiti()n  of  an\-  3  members  for  the  transaction  of  an)' 
stated  business.  During  the  existence  of  the  Association  numerous  |)apers  rel.ilini^  to 
the  fauna,  flora  and  rock  conformation  of  the  countr)'  surrountlini;  Hamilton  lia\e  been 
published  under  its  ausi)ices.

In  the  )c;ir  1845  a  iJoanl  of  Trade  was  cstablislicil  in  Hamilton.  That  bodv, 
from  its  iiue|)tion,  has  exercised  a  salutar)  intluenee  o\tr  tiie  mercantile  affairs  of  the 
cit\',  and  has  been  on  the  alert  to  |)romot(,'  the  construction  of  rail\\a\s,  canals  and 
other  works  for  opening"  up  the  resources  and  trade  of  the  countr\-.  I'he  list  of  Hamil- 
ton mii-chants  is  an  interestini^',  if  not  a  Ioul;  one.  Several  stantl  in  the  front  ranks  of 
Canadian  trade,  and  some  ha\  e  won  more  than  a  Canadian  reputation  for  their  public 
spirit.  It  personal  references  were  admissible  here,  an  account  of  the  earl\-  merchants 
of  the  cit_\  and  their  experiences  would  be  an  mstructixe  storw

Foremost  anionj^st  these  are  the  National  and  P)enev()lent  Societies.  They  are 
the  St.  (ieorge's,  St.  Anch-ew's,  Caledonia,  Irish  Protestant,  Catholic  Mutual  iVnefit, 
and  several  associations.  These  societies  seek  out  and  reliexe  cases  of  necessit)'  and 
affliction.  The\'  render  j^ood  serxicc  to  the  coniniunit}',  and  receixe  correspoiulini.;' 
appreciation  and  support.  The  other  charitable  institutions  comprise  a  Ho\s'  Home,  a 
Ciirls"  Home,  a  Home  for  Ai;ed  Women,  a  Home  for  the  I'riendless,  an  (J)rphan 
Asylum,  a  House  of  Refui.;e,  and  the  St.  Mai'y's  Orphan  Asylum.  These  ha\e  suitable 
commodious  buildinj^s,  the  outcome  of  private  benevolence,  and  are  sustained  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

The  St.  Mary's  Asylum  is  in  charj^e  of  Sisters  of  Charity,  ami  the  other  homes 
arc  under  the  direct  management  of  committees  of  ladies.     The  inmates  of   these 


homes  arc  well  cared  for,  and  the  children  educated  and  instructed  in  the  wa\'  to  make 
for  diemseKes  a  respectable  living;.  Donations  of  all  kinds  are  received  l)\'  the  dift'er- 
ent  charities  inchulin;^  monc)-,  Hour,  meal,  meat,  \e<;etables  and  clothini;'.  At  Christmas 
luxuries  are  not  lackin;^  for  lestive  cheer.  The  a\era^e  number  of  inmates  in  the 
different  homes  is:  Hoxs'  Home,  90  boys,  a<;ed  from  5  to  14  years;  Girls'  Home,  75 
<;irls,  aj^ed  from  4  to  14  years;  St.  Mary's  Orphan  .Vsylum.  80  ^irls;  Aj.jed  W^^men's 
Home,  24;  House  of  rrovidcnce,  about  100  boys  and  a  like  number  of  ajj^ed  men  and 
women. 

Hamilton  possesses  a  ma_i,niificent  and  well  e([uippetl  Hospital  for  the  sick 
and  injurtxi.  It  was  built  a  few  )'ears  ago  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  S53.685  and  can 
accommodate  150  patients.  The  Pavilion  style  of  construction  was  ado|)ted,  with 
aj)j)ro\(-'d  methods  of  obtaining  a  copious  suppK'  of  light  and  air.  Last  \ear  734 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  house,  ami  1083  received  treatment  as  out-patients. 
It  is  sustained  by  the  cit\'  aided  by  an  annual  grant  from  the  Provincial  (io\ern- 
menl,  antl  l)\-  contril)Uti()P.s  from  such  patients  as  can  aftbrd  to  pa\'  for  maintenance. 
Last  Near  the  ( "lownuuent  grant  was  57,55478  and  the  amount  received  from 
patients  was  52,760.11;  other  receipts  amounted  to  $38.75,  while  the  e.\])enditure 
amountiHl  to  521,078.58  leaving  a  balance  of  510,724.94  which  was  made  good  by 
the  citw  The  management  of  the  institution  is  untler  the  direction  of  an  Hospital 
Conuuittee  appointeil  )earl)'  b\'  the  Cit\'  Council.  Besides  a  resident  medical  ofhcer 
gratuitous  attemlance  is   rendered   by   the    medical  practitioners  of   the  city. 


HAMILTON    IHT.LIC'    LIBRARY. 

The  C'it\'  of  Hamilton  possesses  about  the  finest  Public  library  in  the 
Dominion.  Located  in  a  magnificent  building,  centralK  situatetl  and  open  to  all,  t 
is  one  of  the  chief  features  of  interest  in  the  city.  The  total  number  t)f  xolumes 
in  the  Librarx  at  present  is  16,515  ami  new  books  are  continually  being  added. 
The  Librarx  is  dixided  into  four  dej)artments :  the  Circulation  tlepartment.  General 
Reading  Room  ami  Ladies'  Reatling  Room.  l^ooks  lent  for  home  use  last  \ear 
amounted  to  136,904  xolumes  with  a  ])ercentage  of  54  of  works  of  Fiction;  books 
given  for  Reference  use,  61,200.  The  number  of  borrowers'  cards  is  now  about 
7,250.  l"he  number  of  papers  and  periodicals  k)\\  tile  in  the  Reading"  Rooms  is  175. 
It  is  estimated  that  over  260,000  visitors   used  the   library   last  year.

/^~\\h  ol  ('an;ul.r>  prominent  fniaiuicrs  rcccntl)-  said  in  a  s])ccch:  "  W'c  arc  a 
ihou^hllul,  sclf-ixiiant  people,  as  it  becomes  all  Northern  races  to  be,  instead 
tlierelore,  ot  \ie\\in;^  with  einy  the  instances  of  rapid  nu)ne)-makinL;-  in  the  I'nited 
States,  many  in  number,  it  is  true,  i)ut  lew  in  percentage  to  the  toilins;  millions  in 
that  country  who  may  ne\er  hope  tor  the  comfort  which  is  general  in  Ontario. 
Let  us  then  look  steadily  at  our  own  countrx'  and  do  what  we  can,  as  we  ha\e  in 
the  past,  to  increase  oui"  moderate  but  (juite  ^ufricient  prosperity.  Few  people  ha\e 
shown   in   the  past  more  enterprise  in   propoilion   to  poj)ulation  than  Canada." 

The  Dominion  ot  t'anatla  has  an  area  of  3,315,647  S(|uare  miles,  or  inJudin|j,' 
its  water  surtace  3,456,383,  it  is  about  3.500  miles  from  east  to  west,  ami  1,400 
from  north  to  south.  The  ])rincipal  |)h\sical  features  are  the  Rock\  Mountains  and 
the  Lawrentian  ranL;e,  the  plains  of  the  \ortii\\est  I'erritories  and  the  ^reat  Lakes. 
These  lakes,  which  are  f-^  c  in  number,  antl  are  remarkable  for  their  size,  torm  ;i 
comj)lete  s\stem  of  navigation  from  the  head  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  .Atlantic 
Ocean,  a  distance  of  2,384  miles.  Lake  Superior  is  connected  with  Lake  Huron  b\- 
the  Ste.  Marie  ki\ei-andthe  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Canal.  Lake  lluion  tlow>  into  Lake 
St.  Claii-  bs  the  St.  Clair  Ri\er  and  Lake  St.  Clair  into  Lake  L>ie  b\  the  Detroit  Ri\er. 
Lake  lirie  Hows  into  Lake  ()ntario  1)\  the  Nia<;ara  Rixer,  fourteen  miles  from  the 
mouth  of  which  are  the  renownetl  Xia!.;ara  L'alls,  160  feet  in  height.  The  \\\'lland 
Canal  connects  the  t\\()  lakes  for  na\  illation  purposes,  and  the  St.  Lawrence  Rixer 
flowini^'  out  of  Lake  Ontario  and  into  the  Culf  of  St.  Lawrence  completes  this  s\stem. 

'I"he  \ast  agricultural  and  mineral  resources  of  Canada  are  as  \et  in  an 
cmbrNonic  state  of  de\el()|)ment.  Letween  the  northern  boundarx'  of  Ontario  antl  the 
Rock)  .\K)tmtains  lie  the  J'ro\ince  of  ^Lulitoba  and  the  southern  part  of  the  Northwest 
Territories.  This  ^reat  tract  of  kuul  is  ili\  ided  into  three  j)lateau,\,  runnin;.;'  generally 
northwest  and  southeast.  The  first  is  known  as  the  Ra}  Rixer  \alle\-  and  Lake 
Winnipeg;  j)lateau  ami  lies  entirely  in  the  Province  of  .Manitoba;  it  is  estimated  to 
contain  about  7,000  scjuare  miles  of  the  best  wheat  growing-  land  on  the  Continent  or 
the  world.  The  second  jjlateau  has  an  a\era_i;e  altitude  of  1,600  feet,  and  an  area  oi' 
105,000  square  miles.  This  section  is  especiall\-  fa\()ral)le  for  settlement  and  inchules 
the   .\ssiniboine  and   Ou'Appelle  (.listricts.     The  third  plateau  bej^ins  on  the  boundar)-

line  at  the  io4tli  meridian  auci  extends  west  ioi  465  miles  to  the  fool  of  the  Kocky 
Mountains.  Its  a\era;^e  ele  ation  is  about  3,000  feet.  Cienerally  speakin;^'  the  first 
two  are  the  most  fa\(M"al)le  t(,!"  a;^rieulture  and  tlie  third  tor  j^ni/^ini;'.  .Settlement  is 
proeeedini^  in  the  first  two  plateau.x  at  a  \'er\"  rapid  rate  and  is  be^ inning  jn  the  third, 
numerous  and  prosperous  cattle  ranches  antl  homesteads  ha\in!^  alreadv  been 
establishetl.  The  northern  part  of  the  centre  of  the  Dominion,  extendin;^,'  from  the 
Rock\'  .Nh^untains  to  Hudson's  lki\,  lias  ijeneralK  been  consideretl  as  usefid  onK'  as 
a  preser\  e  foi'  fur  bearin;..;  animals,  but  an  in\esti!,,^ation  1)\'  a  Committee  of  the  .Senate 
in  1888  has  upset  this  idea  altOi;'ether.  The  area  incjuired  into  was  1,260,000  sijuare 
miles,  and  out  of  this  it  was  estimated  860,000  stjuare  miles  were  fit  for  settlement  and 
400,000  S([uare  miles  useless  for  cultixation.  656,000  S((uare  miles  were  suitable  for 
potatoes,  407,000  for  barley  and  316,000  for  wheat. 

The  )ear  1891  was  a  particularly  i;ootl  one  throughout  the  Dominion  from  an 
a;..^ricultural  point  of  view  ;  the  total  wheat  crop  was  61,592,822  bushels,  olWhich  the 
rroxinee  of  Ontario  \ielded  32,584,026  bushels  ;  all  other  cereals  were  rather  o\er  the 
a\erage  and  the  root  crops  were  excellent. 


The  tiiiaiicial  condition  of  ("aiiada  is  urxxl  as  shown  1)\-  the  fait  of  the  Dominion 
Government  iiavini;-  successful!)'  tloated  a  3  per  cent,  loan  for  ^^2, 250,000  ($10,950,000), 
repayable  in  46  )ears,  in  London  durin;,;-  June,  this  )ear,  1892.  The  minimum  price 
fixed  was  ^^91  per  cent,  and  the  average  price  |-eali/ed  was  ;ir92.oi^j.  The  sum  was 
subscribed  for  nearl\-  four  times  o\er,  420  applicatio:s  beini;  made  npresentin^ 
upwards  ot  ^7,000,000.  The  price  ol)tained  was  lower  tiian  on  the  prexious  occasion 
of  borrowini;,  but  such  was  to  be  e.\pccted  when  the  _i;reatl)'  altered  conditions  of  the 
market  are  taken  into  account.  If  it  had  not  been  that  the  cri'dit  of  the  Donunion 
stands  remarkabl)-  hii;h  in  the  London  market  the  reduction  in  price  would  undoubt- 
edi)'  have  been  much  s^reater.  The  Revenue  for  the  \  ear  1891  was  $38,579,311, 
showinj;'  a  surplus  of  $2,235,743  o\er  expenditure.  The  total  \'ahie  ol  Imports  in  1891 
was  $119,967,638.  of  which  $113,345,124  was  for  home  consumption;  and  the  total 
exports  $98,417,296,  of  which  $88,801,066  rej)resented  produce  of  Canada. 

Minerals  of  almost  ever)'  kind  are  known  to  exist  in  Canada,  and  their 
develojjment  in  future  will  constitute  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  wealth  to  the  countr\'.

wa)  ii|)  to  the  |)iesent  time.  Cold  has  been  lomid  e\ti'nsi\  tl\ ,  and  pa\ii)L;  mines  exist 
in  localities  extendin-  thiou-h  lo  de-ret'S  of  latitude.  The  \alue  of -old  pioiluced  in 
1890  w.is  Si,i4c;,776  and  si  Kir  ^495,600. 

C'oal  mmin^  will,  in  the  near  future,  he  one  of  tlie  most  important  industries  in 
the  countrx  ;  at  present  the  chief  sources  of  suppK  are  \o\a  .Scotia  and  I'.ritish 
Columbia,  but  in  the  Northwest  1  erritorie'S  and  .M.mitoba  it  is  estimated  there  arc 
65,000  S(|uare  miles  of  coal  bearin-  strata,  and  the  (|uantil\'  of  fuel  known  to  underlie 
some  portions  o(  this  area  is  istim.Ued  at  hoiu  4,500,000  to  9,000,000  tons  per  s(|uarc 
mile.  This  coal  \aries  from  li-nite  to  bitununous  co.il  :wd  in  the  Rock\  .\b)untains 
hi-'^c  dei)osits  of  anthracite  ha\i:  been  found,  beds  (,f  which  are  now  be'in-  worked. 
The  im|)ortancet)f,  from  a.n  Imperial  i)oint  of  \iew,  of  ha\  in-  lar^^e  deposits  of  smokeless 
coal  within  two  da\s'  jouriu'v  of  the  principal  n.i\al  stations  on  the  1 'acilic  coast  can 
hardl\-  be  oxerestimated.  The  amount  of  coal  raisiil  in  C  anada  in  1891  was  3,500,000 
tons. 

b-on  ore  is  to  be  found  in  -reat  abundance  and  \ariety  in  all  the  provinces 
of  the  Dominion,  except  Manitoba,  particularly  in  .\o\a  Scotia  and  Ontario;  but 
ow-m;,  prt'sumably,  both  to  lack  of  enterj)rise  and  ca])ital  it  has  nowhere  been 
mined  to  any  -reat  extent,  b:\en  in  .\o\a  Scotia  which  j)ossesses  ore  of  extreme 
puritw  and  which  is  the  onl\-  pro\ince  in  the  Dominion  where  Ihix.  Uk  I  and  ore 
are  to  be  found  in  close  i)r()ximit\-.  The  ])roduction  is  practicalK  limited  to  the 
Acadia  Mines  at  Londonderr\-.  In  1891  there  were  five  hirnaces  in  blast  and  three 
more  in  course  of  construction.  There  are  also  twelve  rollin-  mills  and  steel 
works  in  Canada,  \iz :  three  in  \o\ia  Scotia,  two  in  Xew  I'.ruiiswick,  four  in  Ouebec, 
all  at  Montreal,  and  three  in  Ontario.  Co|)|)er  is  also  present  in  lar-e  (piantities 
in  Ontario  particularly.  Hitherto  all  the  ores  have  been  exported  for  treatment 
al)roa(l  but  smeltin-  works  ha\  e  now  been  established  at  Sudburw  Ontario,  in  which 
neighborhood  what  are  i)erhaps  the  lar-est  dejjosits  of  copper  in  the  world  have 
been  discovered.  The  ijroduction  in  1890  was  6,013,671  ll)s.  of  fine  copper,  valuetl 
at  §902,050  and  the  \alue  of  the  copper  exported  amounted  to  §398,497.  There 
are  indications  that  the  output  will  soon  b(  materiall\'  increased,  the  copper  is  there 
and   considerable   capital   has  latel)-   been  attracted  to  its   development.

In  1883  the  first  disccncry  of  a  deposit  of  nickclifcrous  pyrrhotitic  was  inade 
in  the  \icinit\'  of  Siull)ur\,  Ontario,  and  since  then  twent)'  otlier  dei)osits  have  been 
(hsco\ered.  and  there  is  no  doubt  tliat  this  ore  is  present  in  lar^e  (|uantities.  The 
ore  wliieh  contains  on  an  axx-raj^e  al)out  2\  per  cent,  of  nickel,  is  roasted  and 
smelted  into  a  copper  nickel  matte,  the  usual  composition  of  which  from  averaj^c 
anahsis,  is  about  as  follows: — copper,  26.91  ;  nickel,  14.14;  iron,  31.335;  sulphur, 
26.95;  and  cobalt,  935.  The  matte  is  also  saiil  to  contain  some  ounces  of  liiatinum 
to  the  ton.  The  amount  of  fine  nickel  in  the  matte  protlucctl  at  ant!  shipped 
from  the  .Sudbury  mines  in  1890  was  1,435,742  pounds,  which  at  65  cents  a  pound, 
was  worth  ;j^933,232.  The  worUl's  consumption  of  n'ckel  has  been  estimated  at 
800  tons,  and  prexious  to  these  tliscoveries,  the  supj)l\'  came  almost  entirely  from 
New  (Jaleilonia.  The  consumption  of  nickel  is  likely  to  be  ver)'  considerabl)-  in- 
creased b}-  the  use  of  it  in  alloy  with  steel  to  increase  the  strength  and  (|ualit)-  of 
the   latter.     Hxperiments  which  ha\e  proveil  eminently  successful  have  been   made  in 


Fnincc  and  (uriiiaiiy.  and  also  at  Annapolis.  11.  S..  inoir  |)articulai-lv  with  rcfcriiKc 
to  llu'  um'  ot  nickel  steel  tor  camion  and  armour  plalc  it  Jia^  ixeu  jiroved  that 
the  elasticit)'  and  tensiU'  streni^th  of  nickel  steel  were  almost  double  the  limits  reached 
by  the  best  -grades  of  boihr  plate  steel,  and  the  uvw  metal  seems  likeK'  to  be  used. 
not  only  for  arniour  plate  but  for  hulls  and  eiij^ines  of  shii)s,  and  indeed  for  all  pnr|)oses 
where  a  hij^h  '^r.ulv.  of  steel  is  now  used.  .Asa  result  of  the  e\j)eriments,  the  I  iiited 
States  (iovernment  have  decided  to  make  use  of  nickel  steel  armour  i)lates,  and  the 
contract  for  their  manufacture  has  been  awanUnl,  so  that  the  prospicts  for  this  new 
industr\-  round  Sudbur\  are  \er\  promisiin;. 

Petroleum  has  been  found  in  (juebec.  \o\a  Scotia,  Xi'u  lirunswick  and  parti- 
cularly in  the  .\orth-west  ■{"errilories,  wjiere  it  senins  certain  tlure  is  an  inmunse 
une.\j)lored  oil  rt'i^ioii.  but  it  is  in  the  county  of  Lambton.  Ontario,  win  luc  most  of  the 
oil  has  been  .uid  i>  obtained.  Oil  Sjjrin^s  and  I'etrolea.  beinu;  the  lar-esi  oil-produciuL; 
districts,  the  oil  bein^   obtained   at  a  depth  of  from  370  to  500  feet.     The  fir>t  llowinn 
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well  was  slrih  k  on  ilu'  i9tli  of  l\'hriiar\.  1862  and  hclbrc  OiIoIkt  in  tin;  sanu' y».'ar, 
there  wdv  II.)  less  than  35  llowin-  unlls.  As  there  was  no  aeeonmiotlation  tor  the 
storai^e  ol'  this  enornions  llow,  there  was  a  fri-iithil  wasti',  and  it  is  (ah  nlatid  1)\  one 
authorit)'  tiiat  hetweiMi  the  dates  nuntionid  no  hss  than  ti\i'  million  harnls  lloaud  off 
on  the  waters  of  an  adjoinin-  creek.  The  annual  outi)Ut  lor  some  years  has  been 
about  600, (XX)  barrels. 

Ilu  pruuipal  drawbacks  to  minin;^-  developments  hitherto  have  been  want  of 
capital,  and  the  laet  that  a  number  of  the  ( iitcri)rises  that  ha\e  been  started  have  been 
pur(  l\  ot  a  speculative  character,  which  has  thrown  suspicion  on  i;enuine  undertakings 
and  driven  in\estors  tv)  j)lace  their  funds  elsewhere;  but  as  the  explorations  of  the 
(iovernment  (ieolo^^ical  Surve\-  :wc  makiii!^-  better  kno'' n  the  extent  and  locality  of 
mineralh,  and  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  (".oxernment  is  cakulated  U)  stimulate  production, 
public  .attention  is  becoming  more  attracted  to  our  minin;,;  reNoinxes.  A  lar^e  number 
of  members  of  the  British  Iron  .uid  Steel  Association  visited  the  United  States  in  the 
Autumn  of  1890,  and  man\  of  them  inspected  the  copper  and  nickel  nunes  of  Sudbury, 
and  expressed  them^ehes  as  being  asU)nished  at  the  evidenee  of  ,^reat  mineral  wealth 
they  met  with.  It  is  ho|)ed  that  as  a  me.ins  of  calling;'  attention  to  the  nuneral  resources 
of  this  country  their  visit  will  have  a  beneficial  effect. 

With  rei^jard  to  the  climate  of  Canada  there  is  probabK'  more  misconception 
j^-enerally  than  about  that  of  an\  other  known  country.  The  idea  still  prevalent  in 
Ii.ui()|)e  and  elsewhere  is  that  the  land  is  one  of  per|)etual  winter  and  usually  covered 
with  snow.  In  realit\  the  climate  is  dr\-,  health)-  and  invii^orating.  Hxtendinj;,  as  the 
Dominion  does,  over  20  dej^reiis  of  latitude,  or,  from  the  latitude  of  Constantinople  to 
the  North  Pole  it  has  necessarily  a  wide  range  of  temperature,  the  extreme  dryness  of 
the  atmosphere,  however,  make  both  cold  and  heat  less  actually  felt  than  the  readings 
of  the  thei-mometer  would  lead  [jeople  to  expect.  In  ihe  maritime  provinces  the 
climate  resembles  that  of  the  liritish  Isles.  In  Ontario,  Ouebec  and  Manitoba  the 
summers  are  warm  and  the  winters  cold,  but  the  cold  is  pleasant  and  bracing,  and  the 
snow  that  generally  covers  the  ground  is  of  th.e  greatest  benefit  alike  to  the  farmer, 
lumberman  and  merchant.  In  the  Northwest  Territories  cattle  uraze  at  lartre  through- 
out  the  winter,  and  on  the  Pacific  slo|)e  it  is  very  mild  and  considered  In-  the 
inhabitants  unsmpassed  in  the  world.  Instead  of  the  perpetual  winter  so  much  talked 
about  the  fact  is  the  axerage  winter  barely  lasts  4)^  months  and  the  climate  on  the 
whole  is  the  finest  in  the  universe.

Our  thouu;hts  liuL^i'i'  londlv  over  the  nstlul  d.iv  s  spent  in  this  pt-.uelul  ntie.it,  .uul 
I  lamv  th.it  hoth  we  .uul  our  ehildren  .issoeiate  lliu:htu'ld  to  .1  i^re.it  extent  with 
suMshiiU'  and  hutterllies.  Leihaps  we  h.ul  .1  little  mon  ol  llu  tormei  th.m  we 
i:.\Wi.\  lor  just  .It  liist  lor  dav  s  with  the  thermometer  over  i)o  deL^reis  in  the  sh.ule 
{.Ui  !u>t   as  a  rule  reeonuueiul  themselves  to  ,Seotish-hred   lolk.      lUit  .illii.ill  we  h.ul 
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not  much  to  grumble  at,  for  the  heat  was  not  ace()nij)ani(.tl  1)\  our  inu<.  h-(h'ea(lecl 
foes,  the  liloo(l-lhirst\  inos((uitoes.  True,  this  race  ot  pests,  who  are  suppost'il  to 
avoid  Ilaniihc^n  as  a  rule,  had  sent  out  this  yi'ar  an  advance  i^uard  to  surve_\-  tlie 
place,  and  e\en  we,  though  hite  in  the  season,  heanl  ominous  trumpetini^s  as  we 
laiil  our  heads  on  tlie  piUows,  but  it  seemed  tliat  as  yet  the\'  were  but  x'ei^etarian 
sj)ecimens  of  the  race  who  had  arrived,  for  none  of  our  part)"  suffered  at  their 
hands.  Nor  chd  the\  sutler  at  ours.  We  ihil  not  capture  a  sini;le  specimen. 
And  this  is  a  !^r(.;at  thin;..^  to  say  for  such  an  insect-huntini;  familv  as  we  must  con- 
fess ourselves    to  be. 

As  we  sat  in  the  prett\'  secluded  grounds  which  surround  I  Iii;hfield  that  first 
day,  w\:  became  conscious  that  we  were  b)'  no  means  alone,  and  our  chiklren  who 
had  joined  us,  were  soon  in  full  pursuit  of  the  wonderful  creatures  wiiich  lot)ked 
like  butterflies  on  the  win;.^,  but  turned  into  grasshoppers  when  thev  alighted,  of 
the  "L'amberwell  beauties,"  and  the  ".Vdmirals,"  and  the  man)'  other  bright-colored 
visitoi"s  of  our  ;^arden.  I  hit  we  did  not  do  much  that  first  da)- — we  had  not  the 
necessarv  im[)lemenls,  and  we  had  to  salK  forth  in  search  of  the  wherewithal  to 
make  butterfl)'  nets,  and  killin;..^-bo.\es  and  specimen  boxes,  and  1  know  not  what. 
And  here  let  me  introduce  the  foui-  voum;  butlerfiv-hunlers  of  llii^hfiekl.  Of  course, 
if  \()U  ever  hear  that  their  mother,  vour  staid  eihtor,  joined  them  in  their  wild  pur- 
suit of  her  majestv,  the  glorious  red-wiiiL^ed,  swift-lKinL;  "(Jueen  of  Spain,"  or  if 
\()U  hear  of  her  anointing  telegraph  poles  and  trees  with  honev  and  molasses,  and 
fiittiu!^  .ibout  with  others  of  the  staff  of  "  Ojn^uird  and  L'puuird^'  at  dead  of  nij^ht, 
witli  l.interns  caj)turini;  the  unwarx  but  magnificent  moths,  who  had  imbil)ed  the 
sweet   draughts    too   freel)',   xou    will   sureK    not  beliexe  such  tales. 

Sufike  it  to  sa)  that  a  realk'  beautikil  collection  of  moths  and  butterflies 
resulted  from  our  sta\  at  lli;.;hfield,  a  collection  doomed  to  an  untimeh'  end,  for 
during  their  tiansit  home,  the)  ^ot  so  battered  that  it  was  onl\  left  to  the  two 
editors  to  mingle  their  tears  together  oxer  tlunr  ashes.  We  must  not  ask  )()u  to 
linj^er  with  us  in  our  lamentations  oxer  our  broken  treasures.  We  live  in  hope  of 
re|)lacini;'  them  some  dax,  and  meanxvhile  we  have  other  memories  of  Hamilton 
which  \\\:  xvish  to  share  with  xou. 

A  hundred  )-ears  a>4o  Hamilton  had  barely  bejj;-un  to  exist.  Hut  the  fexv  who 
were    then    ])lowinL;    up   the  kuul  on   which  the  cit)'   now  stands,  were  of  the  stamp 
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which  makes  nations  to  rejoice  over  her  children.  \'ou  will  rememl)er  that  after 
the  war  which  resulted  in  the  indejjendence  of  the  Tnited  States,  a  number  ot 
American  people  who  had  remainetl  true  to  the  liritish  flajj,'  throughout  the  war, 
resoK^ed  to  give  up  their  lantls  and  their  homes  and  mis^rate  to  C'anada,  rather  than 
dwell  in  a  land  which  had  revolted  from  the  Crown  to  which  they  were  st)  loyal. 
Canada  right  joyfull)'  held  out  her  arms  to  these  noble-hearted  refugees. 

Ontario  was  then  unpeopled,  and  so  200  acres  of  land  in  this  rich  Proxince 
were  grantetl  free  to  ever)'  one  of  those  United  limpire  Lovalists,  as  the\  were 
called.  L'.  \i.  Lo\alists  the)-  are  called  ninN'  for  short,  and  those  who  can  trace  their 
parentage  to  these   families  count  it  a  proud  tlescent    and  glor\-  in  it. 

One  of  the  earliest  of  these  refugees  was  Robert  Land,  and  he  selecti'd  the 
heatl  of  the  lake,  more  because  of  the  game  to  be  found  there  and  the  scenery, 
than  because  of  the  fertilitx  of  the  soil.  His  first  acre  was  ploughed  with  a  hoe. 
sown  with  a  bushel  of  wheat,  and  harrowed  with  a  leaf\'  bough.  lie  was  his  own 
miller,  too,  for  some  \ears  until  a  I'rench-Canadian  arrived  cuul  .>et  up  a  mill  some 
se\en  miles  awa\ .  Then  other  farmers  came,  ami  in  1813,  Ceorge  Hamilton  laid 
out  his  farm  in  village  lots,  and  gave  the  future  town  its  name.  L)ing,  as  it  does, 
so  near  the  frontier,  it  did  not  escape  anxious  times  during  the  war  ot  181 2  and 
the  following  x'cars,  .md  in  1832  it  narrcnvl)'  escaped  destruction  at  the  hancU  ot  <i 
terrible  \  isitation  of  the  cholera,  and  the  same  year  In  a  raging  fire,  'i'hese  trials 
did  but  [)ro\e  the  mettle  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  xoung  town,  and  perhaps  kn-nish 
the  reason  wh\  it;,  streets  are  now  so  broad,  and  so  cared  k)r.  its  l)uilding>  so  solid,  its 
sanitar)'  arrangements  so  thorougliK  looked  into,  its  ])ro\ision>  against  fire  so  complete. 
A  pojjular  writer  described  Hamilton  in  1858  as  "the  ambitious  and  stirring  little  cit)', 
and  tlu'  name  stuck;  oid\  "little"  she  is  no  longer,  being  the  third  cit)  in  the  Doim'ti- 
ion,  ha\  ing  a  population  of  oxer  50,000,  and  her  enxiers  ha\e  missed  out  the 
"stirring,"  so  if  vou  seek  for  news  of  Hamilton  in  the  general  new  sp.iper,  ) ou  ituist 
look  for  it  under  the  heading  "The  Aiubitious  Cit)."  Hut  she  is  not.  and  need  not.  be 
ashameil  of  the  nickname,  for  she  has  sliow  n  herself  ambitious  to  some  ])urj)ose.  I 
could  take  up  a  large  j)art  of  these  Canadian  gossii)s  b)  describing  to  )()U  the  iniblic 
buildings  aivl  their  uses,  the  magnificent  school  buildings,  and  the  good  work  that 
goes  on  in  them,  the  institutions,  social.  literar\,  |)hilanthr()pic  .md  religious — the  man)' 
manufactories   which   cause    Hamilton  to  \)v.   regarded  as  the  Ihrmingham  ot    Canada, 
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the  acres  of  vineyards  around,  the  fruit  gardens  and  orchards,  which  give  this  part  of 
the  country  the  name  of  "The  garden  of  Canada;  "  the  churches  of  all  denominations 
whose  services  we  attended,  and  aboxc  all  the  ])eo|)le  of  Hamilton.  Hut  having 
regard  to  the  length  and  |)ur|)ort  of  these  sketches,  I  will  not  launch  into  so  large  a 
subject.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  kindness  and  good  fellowship  extended  to  us  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Hamilton,  of  all  classes,  did  what  only  true,  heartv  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness can  do,  \ix. :  we  felt  ourselves  to  be  no  mere  tourists  anil  strangers,  but  fellow 
citizens  of  "no  mean  city."  And  in  j)roof  of  this  assertion,  I  have  l)y  m\'  side  here,  in 
the  office  of  "  Omtjard  and  Up-auird,"  two  beautifulh'  bound  books  concerning  the  birds 
and  plants  of  Canada,  ami  which  were  ])resentetl  to  me  b\'  the  Free  Library  commit- 
tee, as  being  the  first  citizen  to  apply  for  a  book  on  the  occasion  of  Lord  Aberdeen's 
opening  of  the  new  building.  (1  must  confide  to  you,  however,  that  your  j)resident's 
character  hail  to  be  ini|uired  into  before  1  was  admitted  as  a  reader.  I  had  to  jjroduce 
a  certificate  of  honest)',  and  so  forth,  signed  by  two  citizens  of  Hamilton.  Vou  will  be 
t/lad  to  know  that  I  lound  two  senators  willinu'  to  vouch  for  me.) 

There  is  no  doubt  that  if  \()u  want  realK  to  know  something  of  a  country,  its 
customs,  anil  its  pe(){)le,  it  is  a  great  advantage  if  nou  can  settle  down  in  some  tyjiical 
place  for  a  few  weeks,  instead  of  merely  tra\elling  through  and  seeing  the  sights  of 
each  town.  In  the  latter  way  you  ma\-  see  more,  perhaj)s,  of  the  buildings,  institu- 
tions, cKic,  for,  if  you  have  but  a  day  or  two,  you  can  map  out  \our  time,  and  sjjenil  it 
in  driving  from  one  j)lace  to  another,  and  you  thus  get  through  a  good  deal ;  but  if 
you  make  \ourself  at  home  an\where  for  a  bit  nou  will  not  do  the  tourist  so  much, 
but  if  you  mi.\  at  all  wnth  the  peojjle  you  almost  unconsciousl)'  get  to  under- 
stand them  and  their  wa\s  of  thinking,  and  the  wh\s  and  w  herefores  of  their  customs 
and  institutions.  This  was  an  experience,  living  our  ever\-da\'  life,  interchanging 
visits,  reading  the  dail\-  papers  of  all  sections  of  |)olitics,  mingling  with  clergy,  states- 
men, merchants,  agriculturists,  tVc,  and  hearin;-  arious  opinions  from  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men.  .And  the  sum  total  of  what  we  learnt  made  us  feel  that  the  more 
the  Old  Countr\-  learnt  to  know  her  grown-up  child  over  the  sea,  the  more  she  would 
be  proud  of  her  in  all  wa\s,  and  the  more  earnestl)'  did  it  make  us  wish  and  pray  that 
the  future  of  Canada  ma)'  be  worth)  of  her  past  and  that  the  present  (iotl-fearing, 
industrious,  simple,  education-loxing  stock  ma)  onh  be  reinlorcetl  by  those  \\orthy  to 
combine  with  them  in  building  up  a  grand  countr)'  and  nation. 


As  I  h.ivc  said  before,  none  need  fear  to  <^o  out  to  Canada  who  arc  read}'  to 
work.  Our  lads  and  lasses  who  went  out  with  us  with  the  intention  of  settling  (and 
of  whom  I  o-ave  you  a  j^roup  sittinj;-  outside  Hig-hfield),  have  nearly  all  found  hajjpy 
homes.  One,  imleed,  has  come  hack  because  of  her  father's  death,  but  I  feel  mucii 
tempted  to  ;j;;ive  you  extracts  from  some  of  the  letters  of  others.  They  have  not 
suffered  at  all  from  the  cold  of  the  winter,  but  seem  to  have  enjoyed  the  merry  winter 
customs,  and  sccin;^  all  the  skatin^-  and  the  slcij^hing-  goiuL;-  on  round  about  them. 
For  one  thing  heartiness  of  Canadians  towards  newcomers  counts  for  a  great  deal: 
they  do  all  they  can  to  make  everyone  feel  welcome,  :\nd  one  of  them — there  is  a 
freeness,  a  sense  of  equality,  a  consciousness  that  everyone  will  be  taken  just  for  what 
he  or  she  is  worth,  and  nothing  more  or  less,  which  canned  altogether  be  attained  in 
the  Old  World,  and  which  must  always  be  refreshing  to  anyone  of  independent  spirit. 
"Prove  yourself  to  be  a  man,  a  woman,  and  we  shall  res])ect  you,  and  nou  shall  have 
an  e(|ual  chance  with  any  of  us,  and  what  is  more  we  will  do  (Uir  best  to  put  you  into 
the  running  with  us  from  the  first."  Human  nature  is  undoubtedly  the  same  every- 
where, and  Canadians  would  not  wish  to  claim  for  themselves  immunit\-  from  all  faults, 
but  they  may  fairly  claim  that  anyone  wishing  to  live  a  free,  independent,  self  resi^ect- 
ing,  law  abiding  and  God-fearing  life  has  few  impediments  under  the  goxernment  the 
public  life  and  customs,  the  bright  climate,  and  the  sanguine  temperament  of  Canada 
and  her  folk  as  they  will  tind  in  any  land  untler  tlie  sun. 

Lord  Aberdeen  was  accused  of  distributing  what  was  termed  "  taff\  to  the 
Dominion"  (is  this  word  derived  from  "toffee"  1  wonder?  Anvwas'  it  means  some- 
thing sweet,)  in  some  of  his  speeches  in  Canada.  Perhaps  I  shall  be  accused  of 
following  in  his  footsteps.  Well,  we  can  onl)-  speak  of  tliat  we  do  know,  and  that 
we  have  seen,  and  1  can  honestl)'  say  that  I  am  not  conscious  of  ha\ing  flattered. 
Next  month  1  invite  you  to  accompau)'  us  to  some  of  Canada's  autunni   fairs.

When  the  fire  alarm  rinj^s  out  it  is 
one  of  the  sii^hts  of  Hamilton  to  see  the  brii^jad'^  sweep  past  at  li<,jhtnin}r  speed,  headed  by  its 
popular  chief.  To  the  chief  the  men  are  di;voted  and  would  sacrifice  anythintj;  at  his  biddinj^^. 
He  is  not  the  man  to  order  another  to  ilo  what  he  himself  would  not  risk  doins^-,  antl  his  men 
know  it,  henc  the  esprit  du  corps  that  exists  amontrst  them  from  highest  to  lowest.  Out!  of 
the  secrets  of  there  being  so  few  serious  contlagrations  lies  in  the  fact  of  the  department  receiv- 
ing the  earliest  possible  information  of  any  outbreak  of  tire,  telephone  stations  being  placed  in 
all  quarters  of  the  city  communicating  directly  with  the  headcpiarters  station. 

The  central  fire  premises  are  well  worthy  of  a  visit  by  strangers  to  the  city,  and  if  they 
are  lucky  enough  to  see  the  horses  "hitch  to"  and  the  brigade  turn  out,  they  will  have  seen 
something  worth  traveling  for.  The  brigade  now  numbers  about  fifty  officers  and  men,  and  its 
equipment  i  in  every  respect  equal  to  all  and  any  demands  that  may  be  made  upon  the 
department.
